vada Transit company is starting 
construction of a new gas line to 
serve industrial and residences of 
the former Southwestern Proving 
Ground industrial area. Jack Wil- 
son, manager of 
Southern 
Plas- 


wood corporation, issued the fl- 
IwinR statement today: 


"Southern Plaswood 
is paying 


half the cost ot the new line. Esti- 
mated cost of the 2-inch high pres- 
sure line to bc built from the SPG 
gate to our factory is $10,000—and 
we have agreed with Louisiana Ne- 
vada Transit to pay half of this. 


"Louisiana Nevada Transit will 


make its own extensions from this 
jointly-built line to take care of 
the residential 
properly in 
Ihc 


SPG. But the main gas carrier 
from the gale to our plant is a 50- 
50 project between ourselves and 
the gas company. 


"This joint action by Southern 


Plaswood corporation «md Luisiana 
Nevada Transit company was tak- 
en due to the facl lhal the ncw> 
owners of Hope Developmenl cor- 
poralion had placed Luisiana Ne- 
vada Transil on notice that start- 
ing July iO they would be charged 
a rental for the use of the old dis- 
tribution system, which Hope De- 
velopment corporation owns, in the 
amount of approximately 40 per 
cent of claimed value per year.

Each of the. seven was sentenced 
to five yars. 


Grcnglass testified for the pros-
